Bernardston, $1572; Erving, $15,- 
742; Gill, $603; Greenfield, $10,- 
063; Montague, $39,966; and 
Warwick, $1211. 


District Nurse Reports 
Of October Work 


An interesting report has been 
rendered by our local nurse, Miss 
Purrington and in order that our 
citizens may consider it, the Press 
accords it space in its columns. 
The report is for October: 

Cases carried over, 1; New 
cases, 7; Maternity cases, 1; De- 
liveries, 1; Health supervision, 16; 
Total visits, 48; Children treated 
at dental clinic, 10; Total fees 
colHected amounted to $19.75. 

The usual routine work has 
been done in the schools. Health 
talks were given in each room. 
All children in the schools were 
tested with the audiometer. Six- 
teen.children were found to have 
defective hearing. These have all 
been examined by our school phy- 
sician, Dr. Wright, who found all 
except three can be corrected by 
treatment. Sixty children were 
found to have defective eye-sight. 
Many of these have already been 
examined by an cculist and have 
been fitted. to glasses. Eight child- 


ren in the first grade were found j 


to have callouses or beginning 
corns. This shows we should pay 
more attention to fitting our 
children to proper shoes. Twenty- 
three children from grades 2 thru 
7 showed signs of falling arches 
or were already flat-footed. 

Thirty-four children were found 
to be decidedly underweight, and 
12 children overwheight. This fall 
several children have been taken 
bome because of: illness. During 
October ten children were taken 
home. Children not feeling well 
in the morning with an elevation 
in temperature, or any symptoms 
of disease should not be sent to 
school, 

Regular office hours are held 
from 8:30 to 9:30 a. m. each 
schoo] day. One day. is spent in 
school work each week, a total of 
47% hours being spent in school 
work this month. Thirty-two child- 
ren were seen during office hours 
in October. Ten first-aid treat- 
ments were given and 22 home 
visits were made. 

Ten parents visited at the time 
of the health examinations. We 
appreciate the parents’ interest 
and hope more will find time to 
visit school at this time. This 
makes our health program more 
valuable to all.

Vernon Church Suppers 
Win Much Publicity 


Brattleboro Praises 


Writing in the Brattleboro Re- 
former and Phoenix, the writer 
“Rustic” cn the front page pays 
a finely and deserved word of ap- 
preciation of the suppers served 
at the Vernon Union church by 
the Ladies’ Circle and of which 
church Rev. Ellis E. Jones is 
pastor. The title of the article is 
“Best Church Suppers” and is of 
interest to many here, because 
of their patronage. The article is 
as follows: 

“When the Rustic gave the palm 
for church suppers to the Method- 
ists we wondered whether we had. 
ever eaten at the table of the 
Vernon ladies. We regard the 
Methodist suppers as top rank— 
they may even be the best of the 
denominations, as the Rustic pro- 
claims—but the fare served at 
Vernon suggests that a mixture 
of denominations may be _ the 
formula for the best victuals. 

“The Vernon group includes 
Baptists, Methodists, Congrega- 
tionalists, Advent Chrsitians, Uni- 
versalists and Episcopalians. When 
it comes to serving suppers the 
Catholics pitch in with some food, 
too. The food is as well seasoned 
denominationally as it is other- 
wise ad some of the local church 
supper gourmets say they are bet- 
ter fed at Vernon than anywhere 
else for miles around. 

“Vernon doesn’t hit the pace 
of the Brattleboro Methodists, but 
it puts on suppers twice a month 
from May through October and 
then winds up the season with a 
big supper, bazaar and dance in 
November. This year the date is 
Nov. 21, or the day after Federal 
Thanksgiving. The Vernon ladies 
have cleared $300 so far this sea- 
son. What they will make off the 
November affair remains to be 
seen but last year it was $180. 

‘“Vernon’s population is some- 
thing over 500 but the supper at- 
tepdance has averaged 200 
through the past season. If the 
town had only half as many peo- 
ple, however, the supper attend- 


‘ance wouldn’t be much affected, 


for the bulk of the patronage 
comes from Brattleboro, North- 
field and Greenfield. Probably the 
secret of half Vernon’s success 
lies in the fact that the church 
has a good commercial range, big 
enough for its job. The food al- 
ways reaches the table hot, which

New Motor Plates 


Will Be Seen Soon 


With the advent of 1942, mot- 
orists will be hastening to place 
their compulsory insurance and 
secure the new plates to be af- 
fixed to their cars on Jan. 1. Plates 
have a wide color range but the 
fancy showings will disappear. 
There is a tendency to simple 
colors. In Massachusetts the back- 
ground of the plate will be 
maroon with white numerals. 
Some states will follow the ex- 
ample of Connecticut and issue 
permanent plates. The first plates 
to be received in Northfield will 
come directly from Boston and 
will be those of low and continued 
numbers from applications made 
in October. These will come 
through the mail shortly after 
December first. Colors of other 
plates for 1942 in other nearby 
states are: Maine, black letters on 
buff; New Hampshire, white on 
green; Vermont, dark blue on 
white; Rhode Island, white on 


black; New Jersey, yellow on 
black; New York, orange on 
black.
